OTHER DETECTIVES IMPLICATED,

It is stated thut there are seversl other detec-
tives implicated in deabing with the thieves and
counterfeilers, and thut there are wumerous
atlidavits coming from respectable sources going
to establish tnis fact, On this point, howveyer,
the authonties and police headquerters are ex-
tremely retioent. They have flatly deniesd toat
any of the ocourrences above stated bave tran.
spired, a course which wil only tead to comoli-
cate matters when 1t is finally brought belore
the public, which is It inevituble fate.
